3. US TEAM AGREES TO BILATERAL SCHEDULE FOR VISIT PRO- 
VIDED BY KURIHARA (PARA 5 REFTEL A); HOWEVER, WE PROPOSE 
COMMENCING FEBRUARY 27 BILATERALS IN AFTERNOON WITH 
MORNING FREE FOR PRIVATE EMBASSY/US TEAM DISCUSSION AND 
REVIEW OF US POSITIONS. U.S. TEAM ALSO RECOMMENDS USE OF 
WEEK-END (MARCH 4 AND 5) FOR U.S. DOCUMENTATION OF THE 
PRIOR WEEK'S DISCUSSIONS; SUMMARY JOINT MEETING WITH GOJ 

MONDAY MARCH 6 AND TUESDAY MORNING MARCH 7 IF NEEDED. A 
FINAL CONCLUDING MEETING OF US TEAM IS REQUESTED AT US 
EMBASSY FOLLOWING THIS LAST JOINT SESSION WITH GOJ 
(POTENTIALLY AS LATE AS TUESDAY AFTERNOON), WITH DEPAR- 
TURES OF US TEAM MEMBERS AS SHOWN PARA 16 BELOW. 

4. REFTEL B TRANSMITTED US PROPOSALS FOR PARTICIPATION 

IN THE TESTING OF ADVANCED SAFEGUARDS INSTRUMENTATION AT 
THE TOKAI REPROCESSING FACILITY. PARA 2 OF REFTEL B 
REFERS TO DISCUSSIONS OF THESE PROPOSALS WITH THE JAPANESE 
IN JAPAN FOR THE WEEK OF FEBRUARY 13, NOW POSTPONED AND 
CONFIRMED BY REFTEL A FOR WEEK OF FEBRUARY 27. THE 
FOLLOWING PARAGRAPHS PROVIDE GUIDANCE IN ADDITION TO 
THAT IN REFTEL B FOR THESE DISCUSSIONS. 

5. IN JUNE 1977 (OR POSSIBLY EARLIER) THE GOJ PROPOSED 

TO THE IAEA FIVE SAFEGUARDS RESEARCH PROJECTS AT TOKAI 
INVOLVING SURVEILLANCE CAMERAS IN THE SPENT FUEL AREA; 
GAMMA MEASUREMENTS ON SPENT FUEL ASSEMBLIES; THE HULL 
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MONITOR; LOAD CELLS ON CERTAIN VESSELS; AND A STUDY (NO 
EQUIPMENT) OF DYMAC. THESE PROJECTS HAVE BEEN AGREED TO 
BY THE IAEA AND PARAGRAPHS 4A-4D AND 4F OF REFTEL B 
CORRESPOND TO THESE FIVE PROJECTS. IN PARAGRAPH III.B 
OF THE 12 SEPTEMBER JOINT COMMUNIQUE THE GOJ AGREED TO 
IMPROVE SAFEGUARDS AT TOKAI BY COOPERATING WITH THE IAEA 
IN THE TESTING OF ADVANCED SAFEGUARDS INSTRUMENTATION 
AND IN THE USE OF SUCH INSTRUMENTATION DURING THE INITIAL 
TWO-YEAR PERIOD. WHILE THE ABOVE MENTIONED IAEA/JAPAN 
PROJECTS INCLUDE INSTRUMENTATION USEFUL TO IAEA SAFEGUARDS 
AT TOKAI, THERE ARE A NUMBER OF IMPORTANT ASPECTS OF 
SUCH SAFEGUARDS WHICH NEED ADVANCED INSTRUMENTATION AND 
WHICH ARE NOT COVERED BY FIVE PROJECTS MENTIONED ABOVE. 

6. THE US PROPOSED PROGRAM IN PARA 4 OF REFTEL B COVERS 
THESE ADDITIONAL ASPECTS, AS WELL AS THE FIVE EXISTING 
IAEA/JAPAN PROJECTS AND US PARTICIPANTS SHOULD PRESS THE 
JAPANESE TO ACCEPT THIS PROGRAM. IN PARTICULAR THE 
PROPOSALS IN PARAGRAPHS 4E, 4G. 41, 4J AND 4K ARE ESSENTIAL 
TO THE DEVELOPMENT OF SAFEGUARDS TECHNIQUES AT TOKAI. 

IN DISCUSSIONS WITH THE JAPANESE IN TOKYO ON 12 SEPTEMBER, 
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REPORTED REFTEL C, KURIHARA INDICATED THAT THEY DO NOT 
WISH TO EXPAND THE SAFEGUARDS TESTING AT TOKAI BEYOND 
THAT ALREADY FUNDED IN THE EXISTING IAEA/JAPAN PROJECTS. 

US PARTICIPANTS. THEREFORE, CAN EXPECT RESISTANCE TO THE 
U.S. PROPOSALS AND KURIHARA IS LIKELY TO NEED HIGHER 
LEVEL APPROVAL BEFORE HE CAN AGREE TO THE US PROPOSALS. 

7. THE JAPANESE MAY POINT OUT THAT AT THE TIME OF THE 12 
SEPTEMBER DISCUSSIONS THE US AND JAPANESE TEAM LEADERS 

HAD AGREED THAT US PARTICIPATION WOULD BE IN THE FRAME 
OF THE EXISTING IAEA/JAPAN PROJECTS. THE US PROPOSALS, 
PARAGRAPHS 4A-4F, ARE IN THIS FRAME. IN THE COURSE OF 
ASSESSING THE IAEA/JAPANESE PROJECTS SUBSEQUENT TO THE 
SEPTEMBER DISCUSSIONS, HOWEVER, WE HAVE CONCLUDED THAT 
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MORE IS NEEDED. HENCE, THE ADDITIONAL US PROPOSALS. 

8. THE US PARTICIPANTS ARE AUTHORIZED TO COMMIT THE US 
TO CARRYING OUT THOSE ACTIVITIES SPECIFIED IN PARA 4 OF 
REFTEL B AND TO BEGINNING THIS WORK IMMEDIATELY. THE 
NECESSARY US FUNDS ARE COVERED BY THE FY-1978 AID APPRO- 
PRIATION ALREADY PASSED BY CONGRESS. IN GENERAL TERMS 
THE US WILL BEAR THE COSTS OF ALL US PERSONNEL PARTICIPAT- 
ING IN THE TESTING PROGRAM, INCLUDING THEIR TRAVEL. THE 
US WILL PAY ALSO FOR THOSE ITEMS OF EQUIPMENT, SUCH AS 
THE K-EDGE DENSITOMETER, WHICH ARE NOT COMMERCIALLY 
AVAILABLE AND ARE TO BE MADE BY US NATIONAL LABORATORIES. 
IN ADDITION THE US, THROUGH ISPO. WILL ASSIST THE IAEA 
RELATIVE TO EFFECTIVE PARTICIPATION OF THE IAEA IN THIS 
PROGRAM. 

9. WE WOULD EXPECT THE JAPANESE TO BEAR THE COSTS FOR 
JAPANESE PERSONNEL PARTICIPATING IN THIS PROGRAM. WE BE- 
LIEVE THAT THE JAPANESE SHOULD PURCHASE (OR REIMBURSE THE 
US FOR) ALL COMMERCIALLY AVAILABLE EQUIPMENT AND 
SHOULD BEAR THE COSTS OF TRANSPORTATION OF ALL EQUIPMENT 
AND OF THE INSTALLATION AT TOKAI OF ALL EQUIPMENT. THE US 
PARTICIPANTS SHOULD PRESS THE JAPANESE TO ACCEPT THESE COST 
RESPONSIBILITIES AS BEING IN ACCORD WITH THE 12 SEPTEMBER 
JOINT COMMUNIQUE. 

10. AS A TACTICAL APPROACH THE US PARTICIPANTS SHOULD SEEK 
TO GET AGRERMENT ON THE SUBSTANCE OF THE US PROPOSALS 
BEFORE DISCUSSING COSTS. AS INDICATED IN PARAGRAPH 6 
ABOVE, KURIHARA IS LIKELY TO NEED HIGHER LEVEL APPROVAL 
BEFORE HE CAN ACCEPT THESE COSTS. IF THE JAPANESE ABSO- 
LUTELY REFUSE TO COVER THE COSTS OF THE COMMERCIALLY 
AVAILABLE EQUIPMENT OR THE TRANSPORTATION COSTS, THE US 
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PARTICIPANTS ARE AUTHORIZED TO COMMIT THE US TO COVERING 
THESE COSTS. US PARTICIPANTS WILL HAVE AVAILABLE TO THEM 
FROM DOE THE LATEST COST ESTIMATES FOR EQUIPMENT, TRANS- 
PORTATION, AND INSTALLATION. 

1 1. IN THE 12 SEPTEMBER DISCUSSIONS THE US ALSO PROPOSED A 
PROJECT FOR COMPUTER MODELING AND SIMULATION OF THE SAFE- 
GUARDING OF TOKAI (PARA 3 OF REFTEL C). THE JAPANESE 
INDICATED THEY WOULD CONSIDER THAT PROPOSAL BUT HAVE NOT 
YET REPLIED. THIS PROPOSAL IS NOT INCLUDED EXPLICITLY IN 
THE CURRENT US PROPOSALS AND US PARTICIPANTS SHOULD NOT 

PARTICIPANTS CAN INDICATE THAT IN THE US VIEW THIS EARLIER 
PROPOSAL IS NOW ADEQUATELY COVERED BY PARAGRAPHS 4A, 4F AND 
41 OF THE CURRENT PROPOSALS. 

12. WITH RESPECT TO THE GAMMA ASSAY OF SPENT FUEL, THE US 
PROPOSAL IN PARA 4A OF REFTEL B WILL REQUIRE EITHER (1) 

TRANSFER BY THE JAPANESE OF THEIR GAMMA EQUIPMENT FROM JPDR 
TO TOKAI IN ORDER FOR MEASUREMENTS TO BE MADE ON THE OTHER 
SPENT FUELS TO BE REPROCESSED OR (2) INSTALLATION OF A 
GAMMA ASSAY SYSTEM AT TOKAI UNDER THIS PROGRAM FOR MEASURE- 
MENTS ON ALL SPENT FUEL RECEIVED. 

13. THE US PROPOSALS IN PARAGRAPHS 4J AND 4K OF REFTEL B DO 
NOT NECESSARILY INVOLVE ADVANCED INSTRUMENTATION INSTALLED 
AT TOKAI. THEY DO, HOWEVER. INVOLVE THE APPLICATION OF 
ADVANCED SAFEGUARDS TECHNIQUES AT TOKAI AND SOME SPECIFIC 
ANALYTIC PROCEDURES AND SAMPLE PREPARATION CAPABILITIES IN 
THE LABORATORY. 

14. US DELEGATION IS NOT TO DISCUSS THE ADEQUACY OF THE 
IAEA SAFEGUARDS SYSTEM AS APPLIED TO TOKAI OR REPROCESSING 
PLANTS IN GENERAL OR TO IMPLY THAT ACCEPTANCE OF PROGRAM BY 
GOJ HAS ANY IMPLICATION FOR FUTURE USG DECISIONS RE THE 
"SAFEGUARD ABILITY" OF TOKAI. ALSO, THE US PROPOSALS IN- 
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INVOLVING PLUTONIUM PRODUCT DO NOT IMPLY ANY ACCEPTANCE BY 
USG OF THE PRODUCTION OF PURE PLUTONIUM SUBSEQUENT TO THE

12. WITH RESPECT TO THE GAMMA ASSAY OF SPENT FUEL, THE US 
PROPOSAL IN PARA 4A OF REFTEL B WILL REQUIRE EITHER (1) 

TRANSFER BY THE JAPANESE OF THEIR GAMMA EQUIPMENT FROM JPDR 
TO TOKAI IN ORDER FOR MEASUREMENTS TO BE MADE ON THE OTHER 
SPENT FUELS TO BE REPROCESSED OR (2) INSTALLATION OF A 
GAMMA ASSAY SYSTEM AT TOKAI UNDER THIS PROGRAM FOR MEASURE-
